To obtain best results, it is suggested that one coat 
of Egyptian Crackle Enamel be sprayed over any of 
the standard grades of Egyptian Enamel in approxi- 
mate proportions of four parts of Crackle Enamel to 
one part of thinner. With the exception of the 
method of regulating the size of crystals, it is applied 
in the same manner as other lacquers and enamels. 
Where it is desired to vary the design by obtaining 
smaller or larger crystals, it will be well to bear in 
mind that the lighter the coat and the faster it is put 
on the smaller the crystals. To enlarge the crystals, 


_ go over the work immediately before thoroughly dry, 


touching only the parts where the larger crystals are 
desired. It is highly important that Egyptian Crackle 
Enamel be stirred well every time it is used and un- 
less this point is observed the results obtained will 
not be satisfactory.
